Sorrow certainly
wrapyed wany homes in itsdark mantle,
for death is always busy. Butthe sorrow
was far outweighed by the jor.

We narrowly esecaped a Christ-
was murder bere, and other places
were sot s0 fortunate as io escape atall
There was some drunkenness and minor of-
fruves due w the idea some people have
that a holiday cannot be celebrated without
rovstering. This is a pity. It is a pity
sovthing should be done willfully to mar
1his preatest feast holiday of the year,

BAPID TRANSIT DEATHS,

During the past year the cable roads in
this city have killed 14 persons, and the
electrio street cars have killed one. This
exhibit s iuteresting from several points of
view. It first enggests the idea that this isa
pretty high priceto pay for spead and com-
fort in traveling between our homes and
pisees of busin ss. The next ides is that
the apparent greater safoty of the electric
roads balanees the account rendered in favor
ol the cables by expericnces with the recent
sterm. How many of thesedeaths were due
to nmeglipence on the part of the persons
killed or of the motormen we are not in-
formed, Put it does seem we might have the
blessing of rapid trausit by some means
without this awful mortality.

EASTERN EAILKOAD ASSOCIATION.

At the aunual meeting of the Vaoderbilt
roads the other doy ravorable action was
taken on the proposal to form an association
of the Eostern railronds, similar to that into
which the principal Western roads have en-
tered. The roaas clected delerates to an sd-
visory council, ns [allows: New York Cen-
tral, President Chauncey M. Depew and
Cornelinus Vanderbili: Take Shore, Presi-
dent John Newell and H. McK. Twombly;
Michigan Central, President H. B. Ledvard
aod W. K. Vanderbilt. The Pennsylvania
companies have already approved the plan,
und the “'Big Four" will be in. The only
important roads not heard {rom are the Erie
and Bultimore and Olio,

There would seem to be little doubt that
the Hastern rallroad trust will be formed.
The boldings of Gould and the Standard
Oil party in Ere and Baltimere and Olita
are suflicient to eontrol them, and peither of
thiese 1oterests oan be suspected of being un-
friendly to the trust principie. IT they re-
fuse to join the sssociation, it will be from
otlter motives, Iu facl, the only question is
whether the Gould snd Standard people
Lave bad revenge enough upon the Pennsyl-
vasia and Vanderbilt systems to satisty
thein for the presant.

When the Eastern association is formed
the countrs will be permitted to enjoy the
specincle affurded by the domination of a
hall dozen men over three-lourths of the
reilrond mileage o! the United States,. The
other lourth is composed principslly of short
lines apd carrow gruge feeders. 1t will be
su instroctive exnibit. And it is not hard
to see it will not be one ealenlated to com-
mend {he preseat conduct of corporate
ctinirs. Those agitators for Government con-
trol of railrouds and telegraphs will find in
it & poiuted srgowent in sapport of their
theorien.  They will make the most they can
of it. Ii will be s still stronger arzument
in favor of a rigidly enforced income tax.

Afier all, the proper view to 1ake of this
combipation is thet it is the legitimate result
of wandering away from fundamenstal prinei-
pics, and the logicsl remedy is to foroe a re-
turs to those principles i spite of the power-
ful corruptive influences of such an agrrera-
tion of eapital. Corporate franchises are
granted by the commonwealth for the com-
mion good, They are manipulated for private
greed. Jusily considered,they have forfeited
all rights onder their charters, by reason of
thieir violation and wiliful oeglect of their
public dutics. They should be bronght te
aceount for their lapses.

AFPISH SCIENCE.

Scientific mon occasionally make grew.
sowe predictions about the future, on the
easy assmiuplion that “sgience™ leads to
that conclusion. The latest instance comes
from o Smithsonian Iostitution man at
Washington. Hepredictsa speedy degrada-
tion of the people of this country to sav-
apery. His sssumption is based on the
theory that this continent is not sdapted to
rupport animal life in its higher lorma. By
way ul prooi—of course such theories must
be sscompanied by prools—he cites the eon-
trast between the anthropoid apes of Afriea

snd the little long-tailed monkey of South
America; the camel and the Hama.

It is not mecessary tu cite any wore proofs
of this class. In the estimatioc of this
serentifio gentleman Afriea is much better
adapted to the support of the higher orders
of animal life than either of the Americas.
If his reasoning meazs anything it means
that Atriea should support the highest type
of eivilization. This is, no doubt, a good
theory, But what is the fact? Wiih the
single exception of the ancient Egyptian
eivilization and the possibility that anolder
civilization preceded the Pharaohs in in.
terior Alriea, that continent has been drag-
ging along in the most debased savagery
known, except the low life of the South Sea
Islands.

Recurring to the apimal life theory the
American buffalo, now nearly extinet, is
eertainly superior to his fellow in any other
part of the world. As jor transplanted asi-
mals the American continent appears to be
remarkably good soil for them—at least
some types. The Texas steer—he of the
wide-spreading horns and irresistible eccen-
tricities—i= so far superior to his Spanish
progenitor that he can hardly be put in the
same cluss, Domestic animais have reached
the highest perfection here.

That American eivilization be destined to
decay may be probabie—it may even be
susceptible of proof. Othker civilizations
hive failen—not from exbapstion of re-
sources, but through the habits of the peo-
ple. Bat it will certainly require more data
than the Washington scientific geuntieman
produces to convinece any reasoning mortal
that the conditions of life necessary to the
proper development of an sothropoid ape
ave in anyway connected with the environ-
ments productive of the highest civilization.

A NOVEL SUGGESTION.

That is a somewhat novel idea, to light up
dangerous railroad crossings at night. Ifit
will save a single life it is a good idea, too.
The killing and maiming ol people in this
eountry is frightiul. Thousands every year.
We are supposed to be, above everything, a
a money making people. Yet it is a fact
beyvond controversy that death is the most
expensive luxury tired people -enjoy.
Death is dead loss. Tt i, therefore, not
merely humanitarian inlerest to save life,
but it is public economy. In this view of
the matter every effort should be made to
reduce the chavces of death, and the scheme
to light up dangerous crossings at grade is
to be commended. At the same time it is
well worth considering whetber it would
not be betler economy to abolish all the
grade crossings.

THE MUTTERINGS AGAINST CAMERON.

The Senatorial situstion in 'enusyivania
is peculiar this vear, though it holds no
promise @8 vet of any unusual outcome,
Coolness, not to speak of strained relations,
smong promivent Republican leaders and
workers who in vears past pulled together
has quite clearly led (o a disposition in cer-
tsin quarters to take up & new candidate in

place of Benstor Cameron. The
Philadelphia Press voices this de-
sire. Again, somie of the Delamater

supporters are offish to the Senator,
and from still snother element of the party
come prophesyings of opposition unless he
alter his course on the force bill. There are
squally sigos for Cameron in the sky, but
the chances are, oa the whole, against their
materializing. Camerop can ouly be besaten
in cauncus or by a bolt of at least twenty-six
mewmbers, There is probably not a county
iu the State which could not offer at least
some candidate as capable as Mr. Cameron,
but the latier has the prestige of possession
and the support of his old following, includ-
ing members of the Legislatare whose
pledges he shrewdly sought pefore the elec-
tion, sither personally or through agents,

When Cameron was makiog this canvass
with more or less openness, and with a ru-
mored §100,000 contribution to ex-Chairman
Cooper for the specinl purpose, was the time
when he could have been opposed with &
fair show of succese, The fight agaivst him
now—especiall 7 over the foree bill, which is
u dead 1ssue aud was never a good one—de-
pends wholly upon some odd chance materi-
alizing. Cameron doubtiessalready bas the
caucus pretty well set up. The hunt for 26
1ndependents, however, has begue, It will
be pratifying intelligence if so nany are
found who feel themselvesin a position to
exercise an entirely free clhoice uncommit-
ted to Cameron by past assoviations or re-
cent pledges. But if ucexpectedly these
shall be found, we trust they will not be so
foolish or impracticabl: as to pretend to
buse their course on the Senator’s opposition
to the force bill, in which he 1w im accord,
not at variance, with the wisest judgment of
his party. This, indeed, is oneol the few
positions upon which he has been com-
mended very generally through the coun-
try, and neither he uor Quay has lost any-
thing by running counuter to Spenker Reed
and President Harrison on this score.

The election for Senator will come off
early next month. Meantime it will be cu-
rious to hear the threatenings of opposition
grow louder or feebly die away, as they so
often have dene heretofore.

CHANGING THE JURY SYSTEM.

Minnesots has taken a step for reform in
the jury svstem by iwsertivg a clause in the
State constitution providing that in civil
eases the sgreement of 10 out of 12 jorors
shall be sufficient. In one respect this step
is wise, o8 it necessitates the corruption of
three jurors instead of one to bring about a
disagreement. DBut in respect to the weight
of a verdiet rendered it is rather a detrac-
tion. That some reform of the jury sysiem
is desirable cannot be doubted. It is, how-
ever, an open quesiion whether the Minne-
sota constitutional amendment Is going in
the right direction. It would sesm that
competent persons elected by popular vote,
as the judges are, and subject to frequent re-
election, with emolument, would sirike more
nearly at the root of the matter. An im-
proper verdict would certainly cause the de-
feat of a juror at the next election.

QUAKEES DEFEND TIHE INDIANS,

At 2 meeting of representatives of the He-
ligious Society of Friends, commonly ealled
Quskers, of Peansylvania, New Jersey and
Delaware, & memorial on the Indian ques-
tion was prepared for presentation to Con-
gress, The memorial sets forth the deep
concern of the society with the recent In-
dian troubles and charges the whole diffi-
culty to the perfidy of the whites in these
terms:  *‘It has been the uniform testimouy
of those who have been familiar with the
facts, that the Indian has rarely been
chargeable with disregarding treaty stipula-
tions which he has comprehended and rati-
fied. While on the other band it is well
known that almost, if not all, wars of the
TUnited States with the Jodians in the past,
have been the result of injustice or perfidy
on the part of the whites.”’

General Haroey, himsell an Todian
fighter, is quoted as saying chat the Indian
has always borne wrongs “in silence that
never fail to drive civilized men
to deeds of violence,”” and that

the whites have been wuniformly unjust

in their treatment of the aborigines. Gen-
eral Pope’s well-known remark, “"How ean
we expect the Indian to observe a treaty
which he sees us violate every day to his
injury?’ and other similar opinions are
cited. All of this leads the sociely to
appeal for a different order of things. The
friends are convinced *“‘That a course of
justice and kindness toward thiz people
would be productive of lasting peace™ as “‘is
illustrated by the early history of the Prov-
ince of Pennsylvania,”

There is much justice and reason in the
Quaker view of this matter, notwithstand-
ing the popular belief that the enly good
Indians are dead. It is the testimony of all
officers on duty as the scene of the late dis-
turbances that insnfficient rations and injus-
tice on the part of the whites, or more
particularly rascally poveroment agents,
caused the tronvle, And itis a significant
fact that since the rations have been in-
ereased the warlike spirit of the Indinns has
been gradmally subsiding. Hungry mea
are desperate men the world over, be they
white, red, black or yellow.

THIRD PARTY MOVEMENT.

President McGrath, of the Kansas Farm-
ers’ Alliance, takes a sanguine view of the
third party movement when he says it will
soon include all of the labor organizations.
It has been the experience of labor leaders
in this section, and of cfficers of national
organizations, that with two parties in the
field it has somelimes been almost impossi-
ble to hold the orders together. Trying to
bring them all together under one political
standard is likely to be s still more serious
matter. The Allisnee certainly made a good
showing in the lust election by getting their
candidates through as members of the old
parties, and they may lose their whole vant-
age in the third party experiment.

CHRISTMAS ought not to be marred by
murderous proceedings. Of all days it ought
to be the one to most effectually dispel the
homicldal purpgse. Alas! that it is not so.

intellectoal and yet passionate embodiment of
the character that this generation and conuutry
has known. It is an advance upon her pre-
vious work, for the reason that the character
calls for the full display of those very qualities
and powers which Miss Gale has partiaily un-
coverod as Uplelia principally. This Juliel
is out of the common if for but one
renson, pamely, that the actor has
shown us  that Romeo's sweetheart
Yms 3 mind of wo mean order, and a
soul more lovely than her fair face.

To tightan or locsen this nut 20
men are required, whils the wrench that fts it
15 20 fees long. From the end of she walking-
beam ol the engine to the bottom of the shaft
the distance is 800 teet. The masonry on which
the engine rests is 108 feet deep, some of the
[oundation stoses welghing five tons.
